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SILVER MEN HOPf.FL'L. 


The sentiment in favor of the re- 


monetization of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1 is increasing throughout the 
country. 
General Warner, who has 


been conferring with silver men in all 
parts of the United States says the 
silver cause is rapidly advancing and 
attaining proportions that must soon 
revolutionize the country. Men hither- 
to wedded to the gold standard are now 
inclniug toward silver. 


The feeling of confidence that silver 


will be remonetized in the very near 
future is not cor.flned to the South and 
West The Eastern money centers are 
beginning to understand the situation. 
Their pockets have been touched and 
they are investigatigating the cause. 
Railroad earnings are decreasing and 
Eastern stockholders are realizing that 
the suspension of silver coinage and 
the adoption of the siugle gold stand- 
ard is the cause of the decrease in divi- 
dends. Those men, whose brains could 
be reached only through their pockets, 
are alarmed at ILo decline in profits 
from railroad and uiher investments. 
The heavy exports of gold, which no 
longer can be attribulel to the pur- 
chase of silver bullion, continue almost 
to as great an extent as in 1893, and 
unless the doable standard policy is 
adopted by the Government this coun- 
try will be drained of its gold in a few 
years. 


The millions of unemployed, and the 


labor disturbances in all part* of the 
country, show that the business revival 
which the gold men predicted would 
follow the repeal of the Sherman Act 
has not materialized and that confi- 
dence has not been restored to any ap- 
preciable extent. The business depres- 
sion is.therefore, clearly attributable to 
th3 demonetization of silver and the 
predictions that complete industrial 
prostration would result therefrom are 
being fulfilled. 


The politicians of both the old parties 


who are appealing to men's prejudices 
realize the truth of Lincoln's remark 
that "you caunot fool all the people all 
the time." They see thousands desert- 
ing them, and States like Kansas, which 
Save 82,000 Republican majority a few 
years ago, now controlled by a third 
party, aud States like Alabama and 
Texas, which gave proportionately large 
Democratic majorities, declaring for 
the Populists. 


SKXATOK JONES TO SPEAK. 


The news comes from Washington 


that Senator John P. Jones of Nevada 
will shortly issue an address on the 
silver question, and 
deflnding his 


position 
on existing political and 


financial affairs. 


As Senator Jones baa been in the 


front rank of the silver advocates and 
i i recognizad as 
au 
authority on 


rr. wtary matters the address is looked 
for with great iutere&t, not only by 
the silver men, but by the gold bugs. 
When on this coast last winter the 
Senator said that the old parties were 
irrevocably committed agaiust the 
remonetization of silver, and no relief 
could reasonably be expected from 
Republicans or Democrats. The money 
powers of London and 
New York 


dominated both, and if Great Britain 
is permitted to dictate the financial 
policy of the United States, the blood 
of the heroes of the revolution wat 
shed in vain. This country should de- 
claro its financial as well as political 
independence. It is large enough and 
powerful enough to maintain a finan- 
cial policy of its own. 


Senator Jones in his public speeches 


and private conversations conveys the 
idea that he has nothing in common 
with the gold combination. As a con- 
sistent advocate of free coinage he 
cannot affiliate with a party that is op- 
posed to it. As an observer of public 
events, he trust see that great dissatis- 
faction exists among the people at the 
course of the old party leaders, be- 
tween whom there is really no differ- 
ence except on tariff schedules and in 
name, and that the drift of publii 
is toward a (bird party

Senator Allen of Nebraska has in- 


troduced a resolution calling upon the 
Secretary of the Treasury for informa- 
tion as to the total number of persons 
engaged in protected industries, the 
number whose wages are claimed to be 
affected by protection, the proportion 
of persons in the United States de- 
pendent on foreign markets for the 
•ale of their products, the number en- 
gaged in protected industries who are 
native citizens, the number who are 
naturalized citizens and the number of 
aliens; also the number of native and 
naturalized citizens who are displaced 
by aliens. 


Chandler raised the quest ion whether 


the Secretary of the Treasury conld 
comply with the request, and Allen 
called attention to the fact that a 
similar resolution was adopted in 1886.

Famous Races. 


The most extraordinary instance per- 


hapa of the stoutness ns well as speed of 
the race horse was aflforded by Quib- 
bler, who in December, 1786, ran 23 
miles round the flat at Newmarket in 
57 minutes and 10 seconds. 
In 1772 a 


mile was run by Firefly in 1 minute and 
45 seconds, and Flying Childers ran 
over the Beacon course—4 miles 1 far- 
long 138 yards—in 7 minutes and 80 
seconds. 


In 1745 Mr. Thornton rode from Stret- 


ton to London, back and again to Lon- 
don, 
making 215 miles in 11 hours on 


a turnpike road and uneven ground, anc 
when the wretched state of the roads al 
that period is considered the feat 
comes truly remarkable. 


Sir Robert Carey, when he rode from 


London to Edinburgh to inform King 
James of the death of Queen Elizabeth, 
is credited with doing a remarkable 
thing in having ridden i)00 miles in less 
than three days. 
He did not come o£ 


scathless, for he bad several falls anc 
received many bruises, and he camo 
into the king's presence all battered anc 
blood stained. 


Daring onr Revolutionary war Gen- 


eral Latayette rode from his headquar 
teis in Rhode Island to Boston, a dis- 
tance of almost 70 miles, in seven 
hours, and immediately upon having an 
interview with Washington made the 
return journey in 6)£ hours. 


In this connection the famous ride ol 


Nicks, or Dick Turpin, should not be 
forgotten. He had committed a robbery 
in London about 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and fearing arrest made for Graves- 
end, 
where he was ferried across tbo 


Thames and appeared the same night a! 
8 o'clock upon the Bowling Green of 
the city of York. He waa nevertheless 
arrested, and upon his trial was acquit- 
ted, the jury deeming it physically im- 
pcssible for the same horse to bear the 
same man COO miles in 10 hours.—Bos- 
ton Herald. 


Ato; .1 aCcr's Horse. 


Bacephr • • , tho horse of Alexander 


the Great, was in all probability the 
most celebrated horse of which we have 
any knowledge. Ho was bought for the 
sum of 16 talents from Pbilonicus out 
of hia breeding pastures of Pharsalia, 
and it is known that he was skewbald, 
or, in other words, white, clouded with 
large deep bay spots, this particular 
breed being valued by tho Parthians 
above all others, but being disliked by 
tho Romans because so easily seen in 
tbe dark. 


Bucephalus was ridden by Alexander 


at tbe battle of the Hydaspes and there 
received his death wound. Disobedient 
for once to the command of big master, 
be galloped from the beat of the battle, 
brought Alexander to a place of safety, 
knelt, as was his custom, for him to 
•light, and having thus performed his 
fluty trembled, dropped down and died. 
—Exchange.

terdictions, forbade her eating any kind 
of food with men. 


Queen Kaahnmanu sent for the new 
king, Liholiho, who was engaged in a 
drunken orgie out on the ocean in a 
canoe, and urged him to throw down the 
idols in the heaiaus, or temples, and to 
clinch tho matter by eating in public 
with a group of women who were feast- 
ing by themselves at a little distance 
from the royal abode. Staggering over 
to them, Liholiho, who was a very dif- 
ferent character from his famous father, 
sat down and publicly ate some of their 
food. The cry went up, "The tabu is 
broken." 


The torch was applied to the idols, and 


woman's emancipation began. 
Queen 


Kaahumanu was a huge, heavy mortal, 
and like all the chiefs she was proud and 
cruel. At first sho treated tho mission- 
aries with disdain, offering only the tip 
of her little finger in salutation, but she 
^-•«oame a zealous convert and remained 
to the tiul* of her death> *n 1833> at the 
age of 58, a firm a^1 conscientious Chris- 
tian, beloved by those \T^P intimately 
knew her and universally respectCl *or 
her abilities. She had ruled as consort 
of the great conqueror, as joint sovereign 
with his son, Liholiho, and as regent dur- 
ing the minority of Kauikeotili. 


Karnamalu, the queen of pleasure lov- 


ing Liholiho, was fond of display. On a 
state occasion in 1823 she was carried in 
procession, seated in n, whaleboat on a 
frame of wickerwork borne on the shoul- 
ders of 70 men. 


The boat and platform, 30 feet long by 


13 feet wide, were covered with co?tly 
broadgloth relieved by beautiful colored 
tapas (native bark cloth). The queen's 
dress was a scarlet silk mantle and a 
feather coronet. An immense Chinese 
umbrella, richly gilded and decorated 
with tassels and fringes of the same 


h-q.udy color, supported by a chief wear- 
ing £ helmet, screened her from the sun. 


Chiela held aloft kahilis, or royal 


stalE*, 00 £c.'«t high, tho handles sur- 
rounded by alternate ivory and tortoise 
shell rings, beautifully wrought and 
highly polished, tb» npper part being ar- 
ranged so as to form a column or plume 
of scarlet feathers of H "set in diameter 
and from 13 to 14 feet long. A more 
magnificent insignia of rank, conveying 
,it once tho ideas of grandeur, state and 
beauty, as they towered and gracefully 
nodded above the multitude, was never 
devised by barbarians. 


Another royal lady, Kinau, who after- 


ward shared authority with Kamehanie- 
hn III (Kamkeouh), her title being Kaa- 
uuinanu II, appeared in a scarlet pau, a 
long piece of silk wound round the body 
an;! limbs, with two long streamers. The 
pau is ^ very graceful costume, especial- 
ly when worn by a wahiue (native wo- 
•nun) on horseback, with the gayly col- 
wed streamers afloat in the wind. The 
;wo dowager queens appeared in this 
procession. Ono of them wore 73 yards 
of cashmere of double width, one-half 
beinjr orango and the other half scarlet, 
This was wrapped about her figure till 
!ier arms were supported by the mass in 
A horizontal position, while the remain- 
der, 
forming an extensive train, wassap- 


D01-jod by a retinue selected for that pur- 
pose. 
The richness and v^ety °* the dress** 


and colors, and the exhibi'*.4fn ot .™* 
wealth and power of the chiefs, tucJ1 
hereditary symbols of rank, the stately 
kahilis, splendid cloaks and helmets, and 
necklaces of feathers, intermingled with 
the brilliant hues and deep green of the 
flowers and wreaths from their native 
forests, rendered the spectacle at once. 
unique and attractive. Groups of sing- 
ers and dancers, to the number of many 
hundred, ever and anon met the proces- 
sion, enthusiastically shouting their adu- 
lation in the willing ears of the chiefs. 


Queen Karnatnalu and Liholiho made 


a voyage to London in 1823. Before the 
ship weighed anchor at Honolulu the 
queen chanted a farewell: 


"O heaven! O earth! O mountains! 


O sea! O my counselors and my sub- 
jects, farewell!" 


The royal travelers created a sensa- 


tion in London. Queen Kamamalu ex- 
hibited herself in loose trousers and a 
long bed gown of colored velveteen, but 
Parisian modistes soon clothed the ladies 
in all the genr of fashion. Corsets for 
the first time encircled their ample 
waists, and the London ladies, in their 
rage for the new lions, sought patterns of 
tho turban that graced the brow of the 
queen. 
But, alas, the royal pair caught the 


measles and died in London, poor chil- 
dren of nature that they were, far from 
the palm groves and bosky bowers of 
their native isles I The bodies, in lead 
coffins framed in wood and covered with 
crimson velvet, were sent to Honolulu 
in the frigate Blonde in charge of Lord 
Byron, a cousin of the poet..- -Qodey's 
Magazine. 


English Aristocracy. 


It is said that a large number of the 
English aristocracy, badly hit by the 
prevailing 'agricultural depression, have 
arranged to hire horses and carriages 
this season instead of keening their own. 
Nevertheless the season is expected to 
be exceptionally brilliant. Several great 
nobles who for various reasons have for 
years pas. £ kept the doors of their Lon- 
don mansions closed or only half open- 
ed, so to speak, have decided to enter- 
tain this year upon a large scale. Prom- 
inent among thcso is tho Dnko of Dev- 
onshire, who is spending tnou&ands of 
pounds upon tho redecoration of Devon- 
shire House in Piccadilly. — Exchange.
